A Rebel Sympdthtzer Himself 


Coroner Schmidt was call wee on 
wing last to the town of Thornton, about 
three miles south of Calumet Station, to hold 
an inquest upon the y of one David John- 
son, who committed snicide by hanging him- 
self, The Coroner left by the night train, but 
a jury could not be empanneled until Satur- 
ee at which time the inquest was 
held. facts elicited upon the inquest 
were — these: 

The deceased, David Johnson, was a man 
about fifty years of age, tormerly resident in 
Jackson county, Missouri, where, as he had 
offen stated, he owned 4 large real estate and 
farming property. He has several sons in the 
Confederate army, an d was himself 
of strong secession proclivities, carrying 
them out when o¢casion offered, aiding and 
cemforting the rebels and working 
the Union cause as openly as he dared In the 
presence of a Federal force in his immediate 
vicinity. His acts at last exceeded the bounds 
of toleration, and he was arrested by. the 
Provost Marshal of Independence, Mo., and 
imprisoned. Subsequently he was parched, 
on the Sist of January, 1863, upon condition 
that be should remove to and reside in Chi 
cago, or within a radius of twenty miles of 
this city, and not return to Missouri during 
the war. He arrived here about six wéeks 
since, and falling to fied occupation in the 
elty, weut out to Thoruton and obtained em- 
ployment as a laborer upon the farm of Mr. 
Ii, N. Dalton, brother af the Supervisor from 
that town, promising to work for his board, 
his physical condition mot being adequate to 
very laborious or matching occupation. He 
was sick a large portion of the time, rgry 
taciturn, sometimes hardly eating enough to 
sustain life, and evidently very anxious % re- 
turn to Missouri. 

He performed some light work during Fri- 
day fofenoon, and shortly after dinner was 
missing. A search was instituted, which re- 
sulted in finding him hanging by the neck in 
the stable. He was immediately taken down 
and restoratives applied, but life was extinct. 


self was bat eight feet in height, and the 
rope which he used, two feet in length, so 
that his toes touched the floor, a fret which 
rendered his death struggles very severe, as 
the appearance of the corpse indicated, and 
testified moreover to the fixed determination 
in the mind of the wretched man to die.

Low Pressure stem of Steam 
Heat | 


The annual report of the Board of Kaen 
tion just iseued furnishes an interesting state- 
ment of the low pressure steam apparatus in- 
troduced In the Haven and Moseley Schools 
by Mesers. R. T. Crane & Bros., 102 West Lake 
street, Chicago, the substance of which we 
transfer to our columns asa matter of inicr- 
est to the scientific public, and to those don- 
cerned in the erection! of school buiktings 
here and elsewhere. The differences as com- 
pared with the high pryasere system are as 
follows : 

In using the low pressure It is necessary to 
have the supply pipes very large, so that the 
coils may be well filled with steam with as 
little loss of pressure as poselble. 

The condensed steam is returned to the 
boiler in the came manner as in the high pres- 
sure system, but has no valve in the return 
pipe to shut off when it becomes too warm in 
any room. The valve is not necessary, on ge- 
count of the pressure being too weak to forve 
the water up the return pipe to any consider- 
able extent. The drip valve in the return 
pipe for starting the coils is also dispensed 
with, but there is an air valve in each coil 
which may be used in starting the coils. 

The steam pump and cistern are 
with, the consumption of water is much less, 
and when the bofler requires water, it can be

consumption strongly marked, it requires very 
little skill in the physician to tell the nature of 
his disease No respectable narse, who had once 
seen such a case, could mistake it. Bat there are 
certain obscure cases arising from tabercies in 
the lunge yet marked by no outward sigue by 
which their gature may be known, which test to 
the utmost the diagnostic skill of the physician. 
The books derer be these cases ender the name 
latent consumption, because the tubercles are 
in @ latent or quieecent state, producing neither 
of blood. 


The practiced 
eye of a physician of experience in the treatment 
of peimonary diseases would probably detect in 
the counteoance what would lead him to carefully 
examine the chert, bot the general practitioner.
